Drift gillnets only. 8-inch minimum mesh size restriction.

Multiple net rule in effect, which means nets not specifically authorized for use in this
fishery may be onboard the vessel if properly stored. A properly stored net is defined
as a net on a drum that is fully covered by a tarp (canvas or plastic) and bound with a

minimum of ten revolutions of rope with a diameter of 3/8 (0.375) inches or greater.

Nets fished any time between official sunset and official sunrise must have lighted
buoys on both ends of the net. If the net is attached to the boat, then one lighted buoy
on the end of the net opposite the boat is required.

Chinook, coho, pink, and sockeye salmon, and shad. White sturgeon and chum
salmon may not be possessed or sold.
